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SELECTMEN'S   REPORT 


We  believe  the  report  ending  1982  painted  a  rather  gloomy 
forecast,  as  well  it  was. 

This  year  we  are  happy  to  report  a  much  brighter  out- 
look. Many  of  the  problems  of  last  year  have  been  resolved, 
or  are  in  the  process  of  being.  A  settlement  with  Patten  Ap- 
praisal is  one  frustration  unresolved  with  little  action  on  their 
part  to  reach  an  agreement.  We  are  pursuing  it.  Our  waste- 
water project  is  well  under  way,  our  tax  map  will  be  com- 
pleted, reappraisal  of  the  Town  has  been  started  by  the  State 
and  some  income  can  be  expected  soon  from  the  hydro  gen- 
erating plant  at  the  Hosiery  Mill  Dam. 

One  investment  Hillsborough  made  last  year  was  the 
hiring  of  an  Administrative  Assistant  for  our  Town  office. 
Peter  Chamberlin  has  worked  with  the  expertise  and  diligence 
which  we  all  expected  of  him.  Our  books  are  balanced,  our 
financial  statements  are  in  order  and  a  better  method  of  budget- 
ary control  has  been  initiated.  The  Selectmen  and  many  others 
are  happy  to  have  Peter  aboard.  The  Town  now  has  a  working 
general  ledger  which  is  kept  in  the  Town  Office.  The  Town 
Treasurer  keeps  his  journal  on  a  cash  basis  which  is  reconciled 
at  regular  intervals  with  the  general  ledger. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  our  auditors  and  with  the 
consent  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  a  computer  was  pur- 
chased for  the  Town.  Some  criticism  aside,  the  Selectmen 
felt  it  was  a  good  investment  and  at  this  time  it  has  proven 
to  be,  with  pay  back  expected  in  the  near  future. 

For  years  Hillsborough  has  talked  about  the  necessity 
of  building  a  new  Town  Barn.  Our  equipment  has  outgrown 
the  one  we  built  years  ago  and  is  stored  outdoors  or  scattered 
about  here  and  there  with  some  of  it  on  other  people's  land. 

Our  Courtroom,  which  has  been  shared  with  the  Fire 
Department  is  from  all  reports  inadequate  and  pressure  is 
being  applied  from  all  sources  for  Hillsborough  to  build  a 
new  facility  or  lose  the  benefits  that  would  accrue  if  we  had 
one.  These  two  (2)  buildings  are  in  this  years  Warrant  and 
your  comments  and  consideration  would  be  appreciated. 

Our  landfill  has  generated  some  income  this  year  but  our 
loader  is  getting  old  and  tired.  We  continue  to  spend  to  keep 
it  operative.  At  this  time  it  is  not  certain  how  long  our  oper- 
ation will  last  here.  So  many  ideas  for  change  are  coming  from 


the  State  as  to  the  future  of  landfills  that  we  cannot  recommend 
a  new  machine  at  this  time. 

hi  keeping  with  the  vote  of  the  1982  Town  Meeting,  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  and  after  revision  by  the  Selectmen,  a 
new  street  lighting  plan  was  installed  in  Hillsborough.  We  are 
indebted  to  Public  Service  Co.  for  their  help  in  resolving 
complaints  and  their  labor  in  this  project.  We  also  thank  those 
who  were  willing  to  share  a  light  with  others.  If  you  always 
had  a  light  and  lost  it,  we  can  only  say  we  are  sorry,  but  there 
were  only  so  many  to  go  around.  Lacking  the  wisdom  of 
Solomon  and  the  patience  of  Jobe,  your  Selectmen  were  hard 
pressed  to  please  everyone  with  this  one.  If  the  flak  we  re- 
ceived is  any  indication,  it  can  be  said  that  we  didn't. 

Last  year  we  predicted  no  let  up  in  our  welfare  expenses, 
this  year  with  employment  improving  and  old  age  assistance 
under  budget,  things  look  better  for  1984.  With  the  help  of 
Town  Counsel  Douglas  Hatfield,  Peter  Chamberlin  and  Ro- 
land Faulkner,  we  are  receiving  some  refunds  from  those 
responsible  for  care  of  and  assistance  to  their  people. 

After  a  great  deal  of  thought  and  reviewing  factors,  the 
Selectmen  on  advice  of  the  sewer  committee  changed  engine- 
ering firms  from  Anderson-Nichols  to  SEA  Consultants.  SEA 
Consultants  have  designed  an  aerated  facultative  lagoon  which 
will  be  much  more  cost  effective  than  our  previously  de- 
signed innovative  system. 

Daniel  D'Onfro's  Sons  Inc.  was  selected  as  contractor  in 
the  bidding  process  for  the  pipeline  system  and  is  ahead  of 
schedule  at  this  time. 

There  is  no  way  we  can  repay  the  committee  who  suf- 
fered the  red  tape,  frustrations  and  delays  for  years  to  get  our 
wastewater  project  going.  We  salute  them  for  their  staying 
power  and  their  actions  to  protect  the  Town's  interest  under 
trying  circumstances. 

We  have  included  in  the  warrant  this  year  an  article 
requesting  funds  to  establish  a  job  classification  system  for 
Town  employment  positions.  Under  this  system  a  job  de- 
scription would  be  written  for  each  position  and  a  grade 
assigned  according  to  the  skills  required  to  carry  out  the 
duties  of  the  position.  We  believe  that,  by  establishing  a 
job  classification  system,  we  will  be  able  to  provide  more 
equitable  renumeration  for  the  Town  employees.  The  relation- 
ship between  the  various  positions  will  be  clearly  defined  and  it 
will   be   possible   to  establish   a   rate   schedule   for  each   grade. 


Rates  paid  by  other  towns  and  private  industries  in  the  area 
would  be  researched  and  considered  before  setting  the  rate 
schedules. 

Sidney  Blanchard  was  elected  and  welcomed  as  a  new 
member  to  the  Board  last  year.  Sidney  has  an  engineering 
and  accounting  background  that  is  highly  valuable  in  all 
aspects  of  Town  business. 

Once  again  we  thank  the  many  public  spirited  citizens 
who  serve  on  the  various  boards  and  committees  without  com- 
pensation. We  also  recognize  and  thank  all  our  employees  for 
carrying  out  their  respective  duties  to  deliver  the  services 
required  by  the  Town  with  budget  restraints  in  mind.

Article  one, 
election  of  officers  and  Article  two,  petition  to  rezone  the 
south  side  of  Routes  202  &  9  will  take  place  between  ten 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Pursuant  to  vote  of  the  1983  Town  Meeting  you  are  hereby 
notified  to  meet  in  the  Hillsboro-Deering  High  School  Audi- 
torium in  said  Town  on  Saturday,  the  seventeenth  day  of 
March  next  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon.

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
sum,  not  to  exceed  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  ($20,000.00) 
for  the  purpose  of  improvements  to  and  beautification  of  the 
property  of  the  Town  of  Hillsborough  recently  acquired 
from  Duane  Williams  located  adjacent  to  the  Contoocook 
River.  The  beautification  and  improvements  to  be  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  Conservation  Commission. 
Said  sum  to  be  raised  up  to  but  not  exceeding  Ten  Thousand 
Dollars  ($10,000.00)  from  general  taxation  and  the  balance  to 
be  raised  by  the  appropriation  of  Federal  Funds  or  grants  to 
be  received  by  the  Town  for  these  purposes.

To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
appropriate  and  withdraw  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 
established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assist- 
ance Act  of  1972  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  outstanding 
indebtedness  of  the  Town;  or  to  take  any  other  action  in 
relation  thereto. 

Article  25.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  appropriate  and  witlidraw  from  the  Hydroelectric  Studies 
I'und  for  the  purpose  of  payment  of  the  note  for  the  purchase 
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of  the  Williams  Property  the  remainder  to  be  dcposired  in 
the  General  Fund  to  reduce  the  tax  obligations  of  the  Town 
of  Hillsborough;  or  to  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  26.  To  sec  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a  gift 
to  the  Town  of  Hillsborough  certain  land  located  in  the 
Emerald  Lake  District  as  described  in  the  proposed  deed  from 
Piueridge  Es:ates,  Inc.  to  the  Town  of  Hillsborough  and  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  and  convey  said  property  at 
public  auction,  the  net  proceeds  of  which  to  be  used  to  reduce 
the  tax  obligarions  of  the  Town  of  Hillsborough;  or  to  take 
any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  and  direct  the

AUDITORS'   RECOMMENDATIONS 


April  5,1983 
To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Hillsborough,  N.  H. 

The  Town  of  Hillsborough  engaged  us  to  conduct  an  ex- 
amination of  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town,  as  of  De- 
cember 31,  1982  and  for  the  year  then  ended.  In  connection 
with  the  examination,  we  have  completed  a  study  of  the  Town's 
internal  controls.  Accounting  controls  bear  directly  upon  the 
reliability  of  financial  records  and  require  evaluation  by  the 
auditor.  By  definition,  accounting  controls  comprise  the  plan 
of  organization  and  all  the  methods  and  procedures  that  are 
concerned  mainly  with  and  relate  directly  to  the  safeguarding 
of  assets  and  the  reliability  of  financial  records.  They  generally 
include  such  controls  as  the  system  of  authorization  and  ap- 
proval, separation  of  duties  concerned  with  operations  or  asset 
custody,  physical  controls  over  assets,  and  internal  auditing. 
The  objective  of  internal  accounting  control  is  to  provide 
reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  as  to  the  safeguarding  of 
assets  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition  and  as 
to  the  reliability  of  financial  records  for  preparing  financial 
statements  and  maintaining  accountability  for  assets.  The  con- 
cept of  reasonable  assurance  recognizes  that  the  costs  of  a  sys- 
tem of  internal  control  should  not  exceed  the  benefits  derived, 
and  also  recognizes  that  the  valuation  of  these  factors  necessarily 
requires  estimates  and  judgements  by  the  Town. 

We  did  not  perform  a  comprehensive  study  for  the  pur- 
pose of  submitting  detailed  recommendations;  however,  as  a 
result  of  our  study,  we  did  notice  certain  areas  where  internal 
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controls  and  procedures  could  be  strengthened  or  improved. 
These  observations  are  set  forth  in  the  following  pages. 

Although  the  purpose  of  this  letter  is  to  indicate  construc- 
tive criticisms  and  recommendations  for  improvement,  we  also 
noted  many  positive  aspects  of  the  Town's  financial  manage- 
ment and  procedures  which  are  not  set  forth  in  this  report. 
A  review  of  this  type  places  greater  emphasis  on  findings  of  a 
critical  nature.  Therefore,  to  put  our  comments  in  proper  per- 
spective, it  should  be  noted  that  the  weaknesses  observed  are 
not  necessarily  the  result  of  poor  management,  but  may  be 
due  to  factors  outside  the  control  of  the  Town's  personnel, 
such  as  organizational  restrictions  and  budgetary  limitations. 
Accordingly,  this  letter  should  not  be  considered  all  inclusive 
of  the  areas  where  improvements  might  be  achieved. 

COMPUTER  UTILIZATION 

The  Town  currently  does  all  of  its  accounting  manually. 
This  includes  recording  receipts,  disbursements,  and  all  tax 
billings. 

Recommendation:  Due  to  the  growth  in  the  Town  and  the 
additional  paper  work  imposed  by  governmental  agencies,  we 
recommend  that  the  Town  consider  the  utilization  of  a  com- 
puter for  the  following  applications: 

*  Preparation  of  expense  vouchers  and  related  checks  with 
simultaneous  updating  of  both  appropriation  and  classi- 
fication accounts. 

*  Preparation  of  payrolls  with  simultaneous  updating  of 
both  appropriation  and  classification  accounts.  This  would 
also  facilitate  the  preparation  of  quarterly  and  annual 
payroll  tax  information  through  the  accumulation  and 
printout  of  individual  payroll  data  such  as  quarterly 
earnings,  and  annual  W-2  forms. 

*  Implementation  of  a  general  ledger  and  appropriation 
accounting   system. 

*  Maintenance,  on  a  daily  basis,  of  detailed  records  of  out- 
standing property  tax,  resident  tax  and  other  receivables 
committed  to  the  Town  Tax  Collector. 

*  Preparation  of  monthly  revenue  account  listings  to  en- 
able analysis  of  any  variation  from  expected  amounts. 

*  Maintenance,  on  a  daily  basis,  of  open  purchase  orders 
(encumbrances)  and  unpaid  invoices  (accounts  payable) 
by  vendor. 

GENERAL  LEDGER  NOT  MAINTAINED  PROPERLY 

The  Town  is  currently  utilizing  two  separate  ledgers:  one 
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for  revenues  maintained  by  the  Treasurer,  and  another  for  ex- 
penditures maintained  in  the  Selectmen's  office.  Since  the  in- 
formation from  the  two  ledgers  is  not  combined  and  compared 
with  the  reconciled  cash  balance,  the  Town  is  unable  to  prepare 
accurate  financial  statements  from  a  single,  summarized  source. 
This  deficiency  is  considered  a  serious  internal  control  weak- 
ness, not  only  from  a  financial  management  viewpoint,  but  also 
from  the  standpoint  of  Revenue  Sharing  requirements. 
Revenue  Sharing  audit  guidlines  require  comment  in  the  audit- 
or's report  in  the  event  of  any  "deficiencies  found  in  the  chart 
of  accounts,  accounting  principles  and  accounting  procedures 
that  could  affect  adversely  the  provision  of  a  reasonably 
efficient  accounting  operation;  the  safeguarding  of  resources; 
and  the  fair  presentation  of  financial  statements  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles." 

Recovivtendation:  We  recommend  that  a  single  comprehensive 
general  ledger  be  implemented  in  the  Selectmen's  office.  The 
implementation  of  a  general  ledgr  will  be  the  cornerstone  to 
establishing  a  reliable  recording  and  reporting  system.  It  is 
interrelated  with  the  majority  of  the  recommendations  con- 
tained in  this  report. 

Expected  Benefits:    The   benefits  of  maintaining   a  general 
ledger  system  are  numerous  and  include  the  following: 

*  The  general  ledger  and  resulting  financial  reports  will 
assist  in  the  monitoring  of  financial  activity  and  condition 
of  the  Town  on  a  current  basis. 

*  The  Treasurer's  cash  balance  can  more  easily  be  recon- 
ciled to  the  general  ledger  balances  each  month. 

*  The  individual  tax  receivable  balances  per  the  Tax  Col- 
lector's commitment  books  can  be  reconciled  to  the 
general  ledger  balances  each  month. 

*  Recognition  of  errors  can  be  made  on  a  monthly  basis. 

*  An  immediate  review  of  any  account  such  as  unreserved 
fund  balance  can  be  made  conveniently. 

*  A  general  ledger  provides  a  means  for  the  preparation  of 
periodic  comparative  reports  to  capture  the  Town's  trends 
and  facilitate  analysis. 

The  reports  referred  to  above  will  provide  information 
that  will  assist  Town  management  in  planning.  To  operate  suc- 
cessfully in  today's  economic  environment,  management  should 
chart  the  Town's  course  in  advance  and  use  appropriate  tech- 
niques to  ensure  the  coordination  and  control  of  operations. 
By  pursuing  a  planning  and  control  approach,  the  Town  is  far 
more  likely  to  attain  its  objectives. 

Coincidental  to  implementing  a  general  ledger,  the  Town 
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should  also  develop  a  uniform  chart  of  accounts.  That  is,  a  list 
of  all  accounts  to  be  used  in  the  accounting  system.  Each  ac- 
count should  be  assigned  an  account  number  and  be  accompan- 
ied by  a  description  of  the  types  of  items  applicable  to  that 
account.  Utilization  of  a  chart  of  accounts  affords  consistency 
in  recording  and  reporting. 

CASH  BOOK  NOT  MAINTAINED 

Among  the  Treasurer's  responsibilities  are  to  deposit  re- 
ceipts, authorize  checks  to  be  drawn  based  on  approved  vou- 
chers, and  to  invest  excess  idle  cash.  In  carrying  out  these  re- 
sponsibilities, it  is  extremely  important  for  the  Treasurer  to 
be  aware  of  the  daily  balance  in  the  cash  account. 

Recommendation:  We  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  main- 
tain a  detailed  cash  book  which  would  be  updated  on  a  daily 
basis  for  all  receipts  and  disbursements.  The  cash  book  would 
be  extremely  helpful  to  the  Treasurer,  especially  when  recon- 
ciling his  cash  balance  to  the  general  ledger  cash  account 
balance. 

In  addition,  the  Treasurer  should  maintain  seperate  binders 
containing  all  cash  receipt  and  cash  disbursement  journal 
vouchers  in  chronological  order.  This  would  result  in  an  im- 
proved audit  trail  since  all  entries  in  the  cash  book  could  be 
traced  to  these  two  binders. 

GENERAL  JOURNAL 

The  Town  does  not  maintain  a  General  Journal.  A  gen- 
eral journal  is  a  book  of  original  entry  and  provides  an  audit 
trail  for  all  transactions  not  captured  by  cash  receipts,  cash  dis- 
bursements, or  other  specialized  journals.  Examples  of  trans- 
actions captured  in  the  general  journal  are  adjusting  entries  and 
wire  cash  transfers  made  by  the  Treasurer. 

Recommendation:  Wt  recommend  that  a  general  journal  be 
maintained  in  the  Selectmen's  office.  The  journal  can  be  merely 
in  the  form  of  a  binder  containing  all  the  seperate  adjusting 
journal  vouchers  in  chronological  order.  It  is  important  that 
the  person  who  initiates  such  transactions  prepare  two  copies  of 
the  adjusting  journal  voucher.  One  copy  would  be  retained 
with  an  appropriate  explanation  for  the  transaction  and  all  sup- 
porting documents  would  be  attached;  the  other  copy  would  be 
remitted  to  the  Selectmen's  office. 

SELECTMEN'S  OFFICE  RECEIPTS 

The  Selectmen's  office  receives  revenues,  often  in  the  form 
of  state  and  federal  grants.  There  is  no  formal  procedure  of 
remitting  receipts  to  the  Treasurer  on  a  daily  basis. 
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Recoimnendations:  We  recommend  that  cash  be  deposited  on 
the  day  of  receipt.  The  Selectmen's  office  should  prepare  two 
copies  of  a  cash  receipts  journal  voucher  which  describes  the 
breakdown  of  the  daily  deposit.  One  copy  of  the  voucher  would 
be  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  cash  book.  A  second  copy 
should  be  posted  to  the  general  ledger  in  the  Selectmen's  Office 
and  then  filed  in  chronological  order  with  all  supporting  docu- 
ments, including  remittance  advices. 

SELECTMEN'S  OFFICE  DISBURSEMENTS 

All  disbursements  for  the  Town  are  made  in  the  Select- 
men's office.  They  are  listed  in  "expense  vouchers"  and  are 
approved  by  the  Selectmen  before  payments  are  made.  A  formal 
procedure  should  be  established  to  insure  that  both  the  Treas- 
urer's cash  book  and  the  Selectmen's  general  ledger  both  re- 
flect the  disbursement. 

Recommendation:  We  recommend  that  the  Selectmen's  office 
prepare  two  copies  of  a  cash  disbursement  journal  voucher. 
The  journal  voucher  should  identify  the  various  expenditure 
classifications  comprising  the  "expense  voucher".  One  copy 
would  be  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  cash  book;  the 
other  would  be  retained  in  the  Selectmen's  office  for  posting  to 
the  general  ledger. 

PURCHASE  ORDERS 

The  Town  is  not  using  purchase  orders  that  are  prenum- 
bered. 

Recommendation:  M/e  recommend  that  the  Town  utilize  pur- 
chase orders  that  are  prenumbered.  This  would  result  in  more 
control  over  purchases  since  all  purchase  orders  could  easily 
be  accounted  for. 


DISPATCH  CENTER 

The  Town  of  Hillsborough  maintains  the  bookkeeping 
records  for  a  Dispatch  Center  which  is  financed  by  assessments 
to  several  member  towns.  Each  of  the  member  towns  pavs  its 
assessment  directly  to  the  Town  of  Hillsborough;  in  turn,  the 
Town  of  Hillsborough  makes  payments  directly  from  its  check- 
ing account  to  pay  Dispatch  Center  expenses.  All  receipts  and 
disbursements  are  recorded  in  the  Town's  general  fund. 

Recommendations:  We  recommend  that  a  separate  special 
revenue  fund  be  established  for  the  Dispatch  Center.  By  main- 
taining a  seperace  fund,  the  Town  would  be  better  able  to 
determine  whether  the  future  assessments  to  the  member  towns 
are  adequate  to  both:    1)   reimburse  the  Town  for  its  initial 
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capital    investment   and    2)    cover    Dispatch    Center    operating 
expenses. 


This  letter  summarizes  the  major  areas  of  internal  control 
weaknesses  and  potential  systems  improvement  that  came  to 
our  attention  in  the  review  of  internal  control  performed  in 
connection  with  the  audit  of  the  financial  statements  for  the 
year  ended  December  31,  1982. 

After  you  have  had  an  opportunity  to  consider  our  find- 
ings and  recommendations,  we  shall  be  pleased  to  discuss  them 
further  with  you.  We  would  like  to  thank  you  and  your  staif 
for  the  cooperation  and  courtesy  given  to  our  firm  during  the 
course  of  the  engagement.

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of 
the  Town  of  Hillsborough,  New  Hampshire  as  of  and  for  the 
year  ended  December  31,  1982  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents. 
Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  ac- 
cepted auditing  standards,  and  included  such  tests  of  the  ac- 
counting records,  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

The  Town  has  not  maintained  a  record  of  its  general  fixed 
assets,  and  accordingly  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets,  re- 
quired by  generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  is  not 
included  in  the  financial  report. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effects  of  the  omission  of  a  state- 
ment of  general  fixed  assets  as  discussed  in  the  preceding  para- 
graph, the  aforementioned  general  purpose  financial  statements 
present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Hills- 
borough, New  Hampshire,  at  December  31,  1982,  and  the 
results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a 
basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

In  connection  with  our  examination,  we  also  (1)  performed 
tests  of  compliance  with  the  Revenue  Sharing  Act  and  regu- 
lations as  detailed  in  the  commentary  on  the  Audit  Require- 
ments of  the  1980  Amendments  to  the  State  and  Local  Fiscal 
Assistance  Act  issued  by  the  Office  of  Revenue  Sharing,  U.  S. 
Department  of  Treasury,  and  (2)  compared  the  data  on  Bureau 
of  Census  forms  RS-8  and  RS-9C  with  the  unaudited  records 
of  the  Town  of  Hillsborough  for  the  year  ended  December 
31,  1981.

1.   Sumviary  of  Significmit  Accomitmg  Policies 

The  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  of  Hillsborough  as 
reflected  in  the  accompanying  financial  statements  for  the 
year  ended  December  31,  1982  conform  to  generally  ac- 
cepted accounting  principles  for  local  government  units, 
except  as  indicated  hereinafter,  as  amended  by  Statement  1, 
Governmental  Accounting  and  Financial  Reporting  Prin- 
ciples, issued  by  the  National  Council  on  Governmental 
Accounting.  The  more  significant  accounting  policies  of 
the  Town  are  summarized  below: 

(a)  Fzmd  Accounting 

For  reporting  purposes,  the  financial  activities  of  the 
Town  are  accounted  for  through  the  use  of  several  funds 
and  a  long-term  group  of  accounts.  Each  fund  is  a  sep- 
arate accounting  entity  with  self-balancing  accounts. 
The  following  types  of  funds  and  account  groups  are 
used  by  the  Town: 
Goverm7ze?2tal  Funds 

(i)  General  Fund  -  to  account  for  all  financial  activi- 
ties of  the  Town,  except  those  required  to  be  account- 
ed for  in  another  fund.  Most  revenues  and  expenditures 
of  a  general  governmental  nature  are  accounted  for  in 
this  fund, 
(ii)  Special  Revenue  Fund  -  to  account  for  the  proceeds 
of  specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  special  as- 
sessments, expendable  trusts,  or  for  major  capital  pro- 
jects) that  are  legally  restricted  to  expenditure  for 
specified  purposes, 
(iii)  Capital  Projects  Fund  -  to  account  for  financial  re- 
sources to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  or  construction 
of  major  capital  facilities. 

Fiduciary  Funds 

(iv)  Trust  Fund  -  to  account  for  assets  held  by  the  Town 
in  a  trustee  capacity.  These  include  expendable  trust 
funds,  and  non-expendable  trust  funds. 

Proprietary  Fund 

(v)  Enterprise  Fund  -  to  account  for  operations  that  are 
operated  in  a  manner  similar  to  private  business  enter- 
prises, (i.e..  Costs  for  providing  services  to  the  general 
public  are  recovered  primarily  through  user  charges.) 

Account  Groups 

(vi)  General  Long-Term  Debt  Group  of  Accounts  -  to 
account    for    the    unmatured    principal    on    long-term 
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general   obligation  indebtedness. 

(b)  Basis  of  Accounting 

The  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  used  for  the  Town's 
fiduciary  and  proprietary  type  funds.  The  modified 
accrual  method  of  accounting  is  used  for  all  govern- 
mental fund  types.  Under  the  modified  accrual  method, 
revenues  are  recorded  vi^hen  susceptible  to  accrual  (i.e., 
measurable  and  available  to  finance  the  Town's  opera- 
tions) and  expenditures,  other  than  inteiest  on  long- 
term  debt,  are  recorded  when  the  liability  is  incurred. 

(c)  Fixed  Assets 

Property,  plant  and  equipment  acquired  or  constructed 
for  general  government  services  are  recorded  as  expen- 
ditures in  the  fund  making  the  expenditure.  Generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  require  that  such  assets 
be  accounted  for  in  a  "general  fixed  assets  group  of 
accounts".  The  Town  does  not  maintain  such  an  account 
group. 

(d)  Taxes  Collected  for  Others 

The  Town  collects  property  taxes  for  the  Hillsborough 
School  District,  the  County  of  Hillsborough,  and  the 
Emerald  Lake  Precinct.  Payments  to  the  other  taxing 
units  are  normally  made  throughout  the  year.  The  ulti- 
mate responsibility  for  the  collection  of  taxes  rests  with 
the  Town.

Appropriations  for  certain  projects  and  specific  items 
not  fully  expended  at  year-end  are  carried  forward  as 
continuing  appropriations  to  the  next  year  in  which 
they  supplement  the  appropriations  of  that  year.

Retirement  System 

Town  policemen  are  covered  under  provisions  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Retirement  System.  Contributions  by  mem- 
bers are  fixed  by  law  and  vary  depending  upon  employment 
classification  and  the  member's  age  when  contributions 
begin. 

The  Town's  contributions  rate  for  normal  cost  of  the 
plan  is  based  upon  an  actuarial  valuation  of  the  state  plan 
as  of  July  1,  1981  and  has  been  set  at  14.1%.  The  amount,  if 
any,  of  excess  of  vested  benefits  over  pension  fund  assets  for 
the  Town  is  not  available.  The  Town  has  no  past  service 
cost  obligation.  The  Town's  share  of  contributions  to  the 
System  for  1982  was  $12,200.

Board  of  Selectmen 
Hillsboro,  New  Hampshire 

Your  committee  investigating  facilities  for  a  District  Court 
and  Dispatch  Center  presents  the  following  report  for  your 
consideration. 

This  committee  has  met  on  a  continuing  basis  during  the 
year.  Other  on-going  events  during  the  same  period  have  dealt 
directly  or  indirectly  with  both  the  Dispatch  Center  and  the 
District  Court.  We  refer  to  the  several  studies  being  con- 
ducted regarding  regional  dispatch  centers  and  the  passage  of 
House  Bill  200  which  places  operation  of  district  courts  under 
a  state  unified  court  system. 

Changes  to  the  operation  of  the  present  dispatch  center 
are  not  a  concern  of  this  committee's  study. 

The  physical  plant  required  for  a  district  court  is  affected 
by  the  passage  of  this  legislation  and  any  construction  should 
be  approved  at  the  State  level  before  its  commencement. 

Meetings  were  held  with  representatives  of  both  the  dis- 
patch center  and  the  district  court.  Space  requirements  needed 
for  their  operation  are:

The  Court  sits  on  Monday  and  Saturday.

Monday  and  Wednesday  sessions  are  in 
the  afternoon.  Saturday  is  an  all-day 
session.  Court  convenes  at  other  un- 
scheduled times  averaging  4  or  5  hours  a 
month. 

Court  facilities  would  be  available  for  other 
uses,  especially  nights.  Court  very  rarely 
sits  at  night. 

The  clerk  is  employed  on  a  full-time  basis 
and  standard  work  week. 

A  dispatch  center  and  a  district  court  are  separate 
entities  with  no  direct  connection.  This  committee  feels  that 
housing  in  the  same  facility  is  not  an  absolute  necessity. 

To  construct  a  single-level  building  with  about  2,000 
square  feet  of  floor  area,  with  adequate  parking,  set-back  and 
street  frontage,  a  minimum  lot  size  of  20,000  square  feet  (% 
acre)  might  be  required. 

A  review  of  currently-owned  Town  property  was  con- 
ducted. Possible  sites  for  new  construction  are  limited.  Two 
parcels,  the  existing  Town  Barn  and  the  old  Stickney  property, 
were   considered.    Both   appear   inadequate   for   the   following 


Town  Barn 

limited  access  (via  Hoyt  Lane) 

inadequate  lot  size  (less  than  10,000  square  feet) 

alterations  to  the  existing  structure  appear  to  be  too  costly 

Old  Stickney  property 

inadequate  lot  size  (less  than  10,000  square  feet) 
proximity  to  the  existing  police/fire/court  complex  would

decrease   existing  off-street  parking 

The  committee  feels  that  land  would  have  to  be  acquired 
for  new  construction.  A  new  facility  with  about  2,000  square 
feet  of  floor  area,  slab-on-grade  is  estimated  to  cost  approxi- 
mately $45.00  per  square  foot  ($90,000.00),  with  full  basement 
approximately  $50.00  per  square  foot  ($100,000.00).  This  is 
exclusive  of  land,  services  and  landscaping.  This  committee  did 
not  speculate  as  to  land  costs. 

Costs  for  a  new  facility  that  is  to  be  used  on  a  limited 
basis  appears  excessive  to  the  Committee.  Alternative  approach- 
es were  considered.  Discussion  with  the  Court  may  present  a 
viable  alternative. 

Prior  deliberations  had  considered  moving  the  district 
court  to  the  Community  Hall.  There  are  certain  advantages 
and  disadvantages  to  such  a  move.  Some  alterations  would  be 
required.  Several  of  those  suggested  would  improve  the  exist- 
ing physical  plant,  specifically  with  the  electrical  service  and 
the  cost  of  heating.  Exterior  alterations  considered  were  the 
enclosing  of  the  existing  car  port,  enclosing  the  basement 
area  under  the  existing  entry  and  providing  an  exterior  entry 
to  the  Judge's  chamber. 

Advantages  are: 

Main  floor  square  footage  adequate   (approximately  2,200 

square  feet) 
Assembly  hall  more  than  adequate  for  courtroom  space 
Provisions  for  the  handicapped 
Parking  provided  through  use  of  the  parking  lot  on  the 

west  side  of  School  Street 
Town  owned  structure 

Clerk  could  be  located  with  visibility  from  Town  Offices 
Basement  area  could  provide  space  for  a  Dispatch  Center 
Building    could    remain    as    a   multi-purpose   facility    with 

the  Court  having  first  priority 

Disadva?itages: 

There  do  not  appear  to  be  disadvantages  in  the  physical 
plant 

The  major  problem  would  be  with  scheduling  the  use  of 
the  building.  The  Court  would  have  first  priority  as 
to  use.  Current  use  might  be  curtailed  to  some  degree, 
but  neither  the  committee  nor  Judge  Hatfield  for  the 
Court  visualize   drastic  changes. 

Cost  of  renovations  is  estimated  to  be  approximately  $25.00 
per  square  foot  ($55,000.00). 

House  Bill  200  created  a  Court  Acceditation  Commission 
whose  duties  are  to  inspect  each  court  facility  in  New  Hamp- 
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shire  and  submit  a  report  and  plan  for  State  absorption  of 
local  court  facility  costs  to  the  Supreme  Court  no  later  than 
November  1,  1984.  All  court  facility  costs  will  be  borne  by 
the  State  after  December  1,  1986. 

The  committee  assumes  that  a  substantial  part  of  the  cost 
of  renovations  would  be  repaid  by  the  State  through  rent  of 
the  facility. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  Selectmen  create  a 
plan  approved  by  the  Court  Accreditation  Commission  for 
renovations  to  the  Community  Hall  for  use  as  a  district  court 
and  take  such  action  as  is  necessary  to  implement  said  plan, 
whether  through  a  warrant  article  at  an  annual  meeting  or  a 
special  meeting. 

House  Bill  200  also  expands  the  jurisdiction  of  district 
courts  beyond  county  lines  and  allows  for  consolidation  of 
some  courts.  It  is  possible  that  the  courts  in  Hillsboro  and 
Henniker  might  be  combined  at  some  future  date.  Other  com- 
munities might  come  under  the  Hillsboro  jurisdiction. 

The  committee  strongly  recommends  that  every  effort 
be  exercised  to  provide  adequate  court  facilities  in  the  Town 
of  Hillsboro. 

Costs  of  law  officers  having  to  travel  to  a  court  outside 
Hillsboro  could  be  excessive  and  exceed  the  cost  of  adequate 
facilities  over  an  extended  period. 

The  location  of  a  court  facility  also  has  some  bearing  as 
to  where  those  professions  associated  with  the  court  will  main- 
tain offices.  Flillsboro  is  the  logical  place  for  a  district  court  in 
this  geographical  area  and  we  should  make  sure  it  stays  here.

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

The  Visiting  Nurse  Association  continues  to  maintain  office 
hours  daily  at  the  Medical  Center  from  8  to  9  a.m.  with  nurs- 
ing services  provided  in  the  home  after  9  until  12  noon.  The 
fee  scale  remains  at  $2  -  $5  per  visit. 

Much  time  and  effort  was  put  into  initiating  the  new  Hos- 
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pice  program  which  is  a  Hillsboro  based  plan  offering  vol- 
unteer care  and  support  to  families  dealing  with  serious  illness, 
grief,  and  death.  A  6-weeks  training  program  was  given  to  25 
persons,  and  from  that  group  we  now  have  9  volunteers  for 
home  visits  plus  8  others  willing  to  help  in  other  ways  with 
the  program.  The  group  continues  to  meet  monthly.  For  re- 
ferrals or  any  questions  about  the  program  call  464-5939  or 
write  to  Hillsboro  Hospice,  P.O.  Box  916,  There  is  no  charge 
for  hospice  services. 

Statistics  for  our  other  programs  are  as  follows:  6  Maple 
Leaf  blood  pressure  clinics  with  89  residents  responding,  4 
community  blood  pressure  clinics  with  205  clients  responding, 
6  W.I.C.  clinics  held  with  34  mothers  and  83  children  of  low- 
income  families  qualifying  for  federal  nutrition  assistance,  2 
immunization  clinics  held  at  the  school  for  both  pre-schoolers 
and  school-age  children,  one  Lions'  Club  screening  held  in 
June,  and  one  bloodmobile  in  May.  Four  meetings  were  held 
with  N.H.  Public  Health  personnel  and  9  social  services  meet- 
ings were  held  in  our  office. 

In  April  the  nurses  were  given  a  tour  through  the  kidney 
dialysis  center  in  Concord  and  shown  the  complete  procedure 
for  dialysis  patients,  and  in  October  they  attended  a  2-hour 
W.LC.  up-date  training  session. 

We  enjoy  providing  nursing  services  to  Hillsboro-Deer- 
ing  residents  who  want  and  need  us  and  we're  glad  Hillsboro 
continues  to  provide  financial  assistance  for  this  program.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

FIRE  CHIEF  REPORT 

The  Hillsboro  Fire  Department  received  136  calls  from 
January  1,  1983  to  January  1,  1984.  There  were  35  chimney 
fires,  19  structural  fires,  11  car  fires,  14  automobile  accidents, 
9  brush  fires,  11  mutual  aid  calls,  15  investigative  calls,  and 
several  calls  where  no  action  was  needed.  We  received  mutual 
aid  from  Henniker,  Deering,  and  Washington  10  times.  There 
were  also  15  false  alarms  (alarms  that  went  off  in  school,  etc.). 

There  were  several  suspicious  fires  and  the  Police  Depart- 
ment made  an  arrest  on  one  structural  fire  and  they  deserve 
praise  for  a  thorough  investigation  and  follow-up.  I  personally 
received  350  telephone  calls  for  information  on  furnaces,  kero- 
sene heaters,  stoves,  etc.  Sixty-five  people  came  to  my  residence. 
I  had  350  calls  from  Dispatch  for  call  backs,  meetings  with  the 
Fire  Marshall,  insurance  people  and  salesmen.  We  had  a  busy 
year  and  once  again  the  men  of  the  Hillsboro  Fire  Department 
responded  exceptionally  well.  We  also  received  our  new  tank 
truck  and  it  has  already  proven  itself. 

One  of  the  most  controversial  subjects  of  the  year  has  been 
in  our  Dispatch  system.  Various  projections  and  figures  have 
been  given  out,  none  of  which  have  proven  conclusive.  Our 
Dispatch  system  is  costly  because  of  the  pull  out  of  Antrim, 
Bennington  and  Henniker.  However,  it  has  done  a  very  good 
job  and  I  doubt  that  any  other  Dispatch  could  do  better.  We 
have  personal  control  here  and  I  would  hate  to  see  it  go  down 
the  drain.  I  think  with  a  little  more  work  on  the  part  of  the 
Board,  that  this  system  could  be  made  to  work.  We  have  a 
beautiful  pact  with  the  surrounding  towns  and  we  all  work 
well  together.  It  would  be  a  shame  if  that  were  disturbed.  I 
am  entirely  against  joining  the  proposed  system  from  Mt.  Ver- 
non and  the  county  and  I  doubt  in  the  long  run  if  it  would  be 
any  cheaper.  Sometimes  cheaper  isn't  better  and  I  know  of  one 
case  where  our  dispatch  may  have  saved  a  life  by  recognizing 
the  voice  on  the  phone  which  could  not  have  possibly  been 
done  by  a  remote  dispatch.  I  think  with  some  work,  and  ad- 
vertising of  burglar  and  fire  alarm  lines  and  going  out  to  get 
more  towns  in  the  system,  this  dispatch  could  work. 

This  will  be  my  last  year  as  your  chief  and  I  wish  to  thank 
all  the  Town's  people  and  all  my  firefighters  for  the  fine 
cooperation  you  have  given  me.

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POLBCE  CHIEF'S  REPORT 


During  1983  the  Ilillsboro  Police  Department  logged 
65,105  patrol  miles.  During  this  time  304  summons  were  issued, 
147  warnings  issued,  and  1194  investigations  were  conducted. 

The  Hillsboro  Police  Department  found  itself  investigat- 
ing a  larger  number  of  criminal  investigations  which  resulted 
in  a  better  than  50%  increase  in  criminal  arrests.  One  of  the 
primary  areas  of  concern  we  found  to  be  burglaries.  This  is 
an  area  where  the  number  of  arrests  were  substantially  larger 
than  the  previous  year. 

The  members  of  the  Hillsboro  Police  Department  contin- 
ued throughout  1983  attending  various  schools  sponsored  by 
New  Hampshire  Police  Standards  and  Training  and  many  hours 
were  spent  in  in-service  training. 

The  Hillsboro  Police  Department  once  again  would  like 
to  thank  all  the  citizens  of  Hillsboro  for  their  continued  sup- 
port to  the  Department  during  the  past  year.

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PARK  BOARD  REPORT 

Two  of  Hillsborough  Park  Board  members  resigned  this 
year,  due  to  their  over  scheduled  business  hours.  David  Jones 
was  replaced  by  Bob  Hoekstra  and  Peter  Gate  agreed  to  stay 
on  as  an  alternate  with  Fran  Charron  appointed  as  the  board 
member. 

Bob  has  carried  on  as  our  treasurer  for  the  remainder  of 
'83  and  Fran  will  be  valuable  to  our  department  with  a  desire 
of  service  to  young  people  along  with  a  background  of  water 
front  experience. 

Early  last  winter,  the  volunteer  work  of  Stanley  Kowalcyzk 
was  hampered  by  weather  conditions  as  his  attempt  to  flood 
and  maintain  our  skating  rink  met  up  with  trouble  often.  With 
a  stubborn  continuous  effort  night  after  night,  the  ice  did 
allow  our  kids  some  skating. 

We  hope  Stanley's  hard  work  this  year  will  prove  better 
results  so  that  our  skaters  can  enjoy  a  long  and  lasting  season. 

Early  spring  found  our  maintenance  requirements,  urging  a 
necessary  request  order  for  a  new  forty-two  inch  mower  deck, 
a  power  driven  lawn  mower,  and  a  motorized  grass  trimmer. 
Approved  purchase  orders  from  our  Selectmen  allowed  these 
transactions  and  our  new  equipment  needs  were  bought. 

A  worn,  half  wrecked  building  we  had  been  using  for  a 
skate  shelter  proved  to  be  of  no  use  any  longer,  as  it  was 
vandalized  many  times. 

The  highway  crew  agreed  to  move  this  old  shed  to  the 
back  of  our  little  league  field,  assisted  in  setting  it  on  new  foun- 
dations and  we  could  now  reconstruct  it  to  a  useful  storage  and 
repair  area. 

Richard  Powell  and  Alfred  O'Clair  were  hired  to  work 
for  the  spring  and  summer  season  on  a  part-time  basis.  Two 
young  people  were  hired  under  a  federal  summer  employment 
program  and  worked  park  maintenance,  street  cleaning  and 
building  cleanup. 

A  new  floor,  two  door  openings  with  casings  and  doors 
started  changing  the  appearance  of  our  repair  shed.  Adding  a 
new  bench,  a  ramp  outside  the  wide  door  and  painting  inside 
and  out  readied  our  small  building  for  equipment. 

The  Mamarkating  Electric  Co.  of  Lower  Village,  Hills- 
borough volunteered  their  services  and  supplies  to  our  cause  as 
they  supplied  our  new  quarters  with  electric  switch  and  meter 
boards,  wall  receptacles,  overhead  light  and  switch.  This  kind- 
ness will  benefit  our  use  of  this  area  for  equipment  repair  for 
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years  to  come.  Bob  Hoekstra  gave  a  double  fluorescent  light 
which  we  also  use  overhead. 

Already  proven  its  worth  for  storage,  repairs,  and  head- 
quarters for  park  maintenance,  the  thoughts  of  an  addition  to 
this  would  encourage  the  two  new  restroom  facilities  and  larger 
repair  area  our  board  has  views  on  for  the  future. 

Spring  of  eighty-three  once  again  realized  the  assistance 
of  coaches  and  students  of  our  fine  Hillsboro-Deering  Co-op 
School,  under  the  guidance  of  their  Athletic  Director,  Bruce 
Campbell.  These  guys  and  gals,  under  fine  coaching,  worked 
hard  to  prepare  the  grounds  for  early  school  use. 

Tommy  McClure,  Jim  Perham  Jr.,  Chris  Ellinwood,  Bob 
Winter  and  many  volunteer  parents  were  our  baseball  hopes 
as  they  worksd  many  hours  to  keep  our  national  pastime  sport 
active  for  another  year.  The  wet  season  kept  our  small  fry 
farm  team  program  limited  with  few  games.  We  feel  the  play- 
ing and  involvement  of  group  baseball  at  this  early  age,  although 
limited  for  lack  of  coaches,  does  pay  off. 

Hillsborough  Little  League  had  a  winning  sportsmanlike 
season  that  was  realized  by  their  fine  coaching  and  parent  co- 
operation. 

1984  should  be  another  fine  year  for  all  our  baseball  ages 
and  we  invite  more  dads  and  moms  too,  to  participate  in  this 
early  training. 

The  flowers  at  Butler  Park  and  continued  attention  of 
raked  grounds  by  the  ladies  garden  enthusiasts  were  appreciated. 
Hours  of  tree  pruning,  removal  of  fallen  trees,  and  piling  of 
brush  by  the  Lions  Club,  Cub  Scouts,  Boy  Scouts  and  indi- 
vidual volunteers  helped  our  maintenance  of  Manahan  forest 
to  exceed  our  expectations. 

The  valuable  back-up  and  support  of  our  fire  chief  and 
his  worthy  firemen  and  readiness  on  emergency  calls  from 
one  of  N.  H.  finest  recue  teams  have  all  been  felt  this 
past  year. 

Patrol  and  instant  response  to  vandal  reports  have  been 
effectively  carried  out  by  Chief  Robbins  and  his  competent 
officers. 

Cash  donations  from  the  Loyal  Order  of  Moose,  Town- 
ship of  Dcering  and  an  annonymous  taxpayer  have  all  served  a 
purpose  of  great  need  to  supplement  Town  Budget  appro- 
priations. 

A  new  sign  and  flag  pole  at  Manahan  are  firsts  of  the 
same  planned  for  our  other  three  parks.  This  rustic  designed 
sign  routed  out  by  "Red"  Phelps  and  long  pole  for  flag  at  our 
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Manahan   entrance    would    identify   the   park   and   forest   area 
that  continues  to  improve  daily. 

Picnic  tables  were  made  ready  with  repairs  and  new  paint, 
and  were  distributed  with  newly  painted  rubbish  barrels  to  all 
our  picnic  areas. 

With  paid  use  of  a  board  members  truck,  the  rubbish  and 
other  maintenance  chores  were  carried  out  for  close  to  six 
months.  Gas,  oil  and  maintenance  supplies  were  invoiced 
along  with  utility  costs  and  payroll  each  month  through  the 
Town  Office. 

New  grates  and  fire  brick  for  10  outdoor  fireplaces  and 
labor  with  material  expense  of  the  new  chain  linked  fence  at 
Manahan  were  capital  improvement  expenditures. 

Band  Concerts  continue  their  popularity  with  our  Town 
folk  and  it  is  good  to  have  the  talent  of  so  many  under  the  lead- 
ership of  Harry  Rowell  and  Doc  Baldwin  to  bring  the 
geodersn  back.  Thanks  to  these  fine  musicians  last  season  and 
please  keep  this  an  annual  performance  forever. 

An  early  warm  spring  this  last  season  has  made  our  park 
board  members  aware  that  we  must  be  ready  another  year  to 
provide  supervision  and  life  saving  personnel  at  the  earliest 
demand.  We  are  hopeful,  by  use  of  our  staff  on  a  weather  pri- 
ority schedule,  we  will  be  able  to  provide  water  safety  and 
beach  management  when  the  public  needs  are  highest  with- 
out too  much  increase  of  our  overhead. 

Two  projects  at  Manahan  Beach  for  another  season,  under 
members  request,  will  include  a  raft  and  many  loads  of  new 
sand.  Tall  trees  shading  the  sand  area  afternoons  will  be  re- 
moved and  repairs  of  a  vandalized  life  guard  high  bench  will 
be  made. 

Beards  Brook  also,  just  recently  since  Labor  Day,  has  been 
the  target  of  useless  vandalism.  The  repairs  here  also  will  be 
extensive  as  a  few,  out  of  so  many,  users  choose  to  be  spoilers 
of  our  trust  in  this  society. 

Benches  have  been  taken  in,  the  flowers  are  gone,  with  no 
grass  to  lay  on  here  at  Butler  Park,  but  our  memories  linger 
with  the  thoughts  of  young  and  old  respects  here  this  last 
summer. 

Our  last  efforts  for  the  year  of  1983  would  bring  your 
attention  to  Grimes  Field.  With  the  sewer  pipe  installation 
through  the  middle  of  our  playing  area  and  our  awareness  of 
a  water  main  also  laid  nearby  that  takes  in  most  of  the  field, 
we  as  a  board  with  the  O.K.  of  Hillsborough's  Selectmen  and 
Peter  Chamberlin  arranged  a  plan  with  Daniel  D'Onfro's  Sons 
Inc. 
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With  careful  planning  of  our  finances  this  year  we  were 
fortunate  to  reserve  much  of  the  total  needed  to  have  D'Onfro's 
Co.  connect  and  install  to  ground  level  four  water  outlets  with 
shut  offs.  The  completion  of  these  four  double  outlets  will  be 
completed  and  contained  in  block  type  boxes  with  covers 
when  grading  and  seeding  takes  place  in  the  spring.  With  four 
of  these  outlets  positioned  evenly  through  the  center  of  our 
fields  we  now,  with  hose  and  water  shooting  nozzles,  can 
water,  seed  and  properly  care  for  this  turf  at  the  driest  time  of 
any  year. 

The  Park  Board  thanks  all  Hillsborough  for  their  part  in 
the  year  of  eighty-three,  and  wish  the  best  to  Shirley  and  Iris, 
the  two  fine  office  girls,  as  well  as  Peter  Chamberlin,  a  very 
competent  administrator.

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HILLSBORO  RESCUE  SQUAD 

The  Hillsboro  Fire  Department  Rescue  Squad  responded 
to  239  emergency  calls  for  medical  aid  in  1983.  These  were  the 
calls  that  were  logged  by  the  dispatch  center  in  which  the 
ambulance  responded.  There  were  also  many  requests  for  an 
individual  rescue  member  to  assist  someone  at  their  residence 
or  to  go  to  the  Police/Fire  Station  to  assist  someone  there. 

Our  1983  responses  were  as  follows:  Hillsboro,  190;  Deer- 
ing,  25;  Washington,  14;  Windsor,  3;  and  Henniker,  Antrim, 
Weare  account  for  the  remaining  seven  calls.  There  were  207 
house  calls,  23  auto  accidents,  2  motorcycle  accidents,  and  seven 
calls  for  recreational  vehicle  accidents.  A  total  of  162  patients 
were  taken  to  medical  facilities. 

The  rescue  squad  used  the  "Jaws  of  Life"  rescue  tool 
several  times  during  the  year.  This  tool  has  proven  itself  as 
a  very  valuable  aid  in  the  extrication  of  victims  of  automobile 
accidents.  The  jaws  were  not  only  used  here  in  Hillsboro  but 
also  in  Henniker,  Weare  and  Washington. 

Our  most  regretful  event  of  the  year  was  the  resignation 
of  Dwight  Gould,  who  at  the  time  was  our  Captain.  Dwight 
was  doing  a  great  job  and  we  hope  that  he  will  join  the  ranks 
once  again  in  the  near  future. 

There  are  14  people  on  the  rescue  squad  at  the  present 
time,  and  all  are  properly  trained  and  licensed  as  required  by 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Emergency  Medical  Services 
Bureau.  This  necessary  training  takes  many  hours  of  private 
and  family  life  away  from  each  member.  To  all  of  the  opposite 
members  of  these  families,  I  give  my  thanks  for  their  under- 
standing attitude. 

We  can  never  give  enough  thanks  to  all  of  the  fine  people 
who  so  generously  make  their  monetary  contributions  to  the 
rescue  squad,  whether  it  be  donation,  memorial,  fire  extin- 
guisher refill/purchase,  or  anonymous.  It  is  these  donations 
that  keep  the  operations  of  the  rescue  squad  completely  vol- 
untary and  also  causes  no  increase  in  the  tax  rate. 

Our  highest  thanks  go  to  the  employers  of  the  individual 
rescue  squad  members.  Without  their  understanding  and  al- 
lowing their  employees  to  leave  the  job  for  an  emergency  call 
there  probably  would  not  be  a  rescue  squad  as  it  is  known. 

My  thanks  and  appreciation  to  each  member  of  the  rescue 
squad  and  Lieutenants  Jim  Knight  and  Wally  Houghton  for 
their  efforts  and  time  for  making  it  all  work  out  right.  And 
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last,  but  by  no  means  least,  thanks  to  all  the  fire  department 
officers,  and  men  for  their  assistance.

FOREST  FJRE  WARDEN  &  FOREST  RANGER  REPORT 

Once  again,  our  cooperative  town  and  state  forest  fire 
prevention  and  control  program  leads  the  nation  in  least  acres 
burned  per  forest  fire.  Less  than  one-half  acre  per  fire  state- 
wide average. 

At  the  town  level,  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  is  respon- 
sible for  the  prevention  and  control  of  all  grass  and  woods  fires 
when  the  ground  is  not  snow  covered. 

Forest  fire  prevention  is  achieved  at  the  town  level  by 
issuing  a   written   permit  for   every   fire  that   is  to   be  kindled 
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on  the  ground  out  of  doors  when  the  ground  is  not  covered 
with  snow.  Each  person  wishing  to  have  an  outside  fire  must 
obtain  this  written  permit  from  the  town  Fire  Warden  before 
kindling  the  fire.  Any  person  that  does  not  obtain  a  fire  per- 
mit, when  one  is  required,  is  violating  our  forest  fire  permit 
law  and  is  subject  to  a  court  appearance  and  could  be  fined  up 
to  $1,000  and  receive  a  jail  sentence  of  up  to  one  year. 

No  fire  permit  will  be  issued  between  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00 
p.m.  unless  it  is  raining.  The  reason  for  this  is  twofold:  the  fire 
danger  increases  steadily  between  9:00  a.m.  and  2:00  p.m.,  then 
subsides  to  a  safe  level  between  2:00  p.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  This 
happens  because  the  sun  dries  out  the  fine  fuels  that  are  easily 
ignited  and  dries  the  air  which  permits  rapid  fire  spread.  Also 
during  this  part  of  the  day  fire  fighters  are  not  readily  avail- 
able in  most  communities  so  an  escaped  fire  could  burn  longer 
and  cause  greater  damage  before  being  suppressed. 

Your  cooperation  in  burning  only  when  conditions  are 
safe  is  greatly  appreciated. 

As  Smokey  says,  "Remember,  Only  You  Can  Prevent 
Forest  Fires!"

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OFFICE  OF  YOUTH  SERVICES 

The  Town  of  Hillsboro  established  the  Office  of  Youth 
Services  in  1979  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  youth  and  their 
famihes.  The  Office  functions  to  identify,  develop,  and  co- 
ordinate resources  specifically  for  the  greater  Hillsboro  com- 
munity. Services  available  include  crisis  intervention,  coun- 
seling, advocacy,  community  education,  and  program  devel- 
opment, in  cooperation  with  local  and  statewide  organizations. 

Counseling  is  provided  to  address  such  issues  as  parent/ 
child  relationships,  youth  employment,  involvement  with  po- 
lice and/or  court  system,  school  problems,  child  care,  recre- 
ational and  educational  activities,  separation/divorce  transitions, 
peer  relationships,  problems  with  drugs  and  alcohol,  and  others. 

On  call  availability  meets  a  need  for  dealing  with  family 
crisis  whenever  it  may  occur.  Host  homes  provide  emergency 
placement.  Coordination  of  services  and  referral  to  existing 
resources  is  a  major  service  of  OYS. 

Projects  aimed  at  addressing  community  needs  in  1983 
included  parenting  courses,  the  summer  film  series,  recrea- 
tion programming  in  cooperation  with  Hawthorne  College, 
the  Chemical  People  Project  and  Task  Force,  Students  Against 
Driving  Drunk,  the  Safe  Rides  Pilot  Project,  the  Friends- 
Hillsboro  Program,  training  in  child  abuse  intervention  and 
prevention,  etc. 

OYS  worked  jointly  with  local  merchants,  church  youth 
groups,  the  local  school  systems,  law  enforcement  personnel, 
the  district  and  superior  courts,  the  local  branch  of  the  Central 
N.H.  Community  Mental  Health  Services,  the  State  of  N.H. 
Division  of  Welfare,  and  others. 

More  than  106  families  were  served  in  1983.  Host  homes 
provided  15  days  of  care.  Contacts  on  behalf  of  clients  include 
982  in-person  contacts,  1,426  telephone  contacts,  and  102  let- 
ters. Contacts  for  general  information  and  referral  include  399 
in-person  contacts,  1,169  telephone  contacts,  and  211  letters. 
Program  development  involved  171  meetings. 

OYS  will  continue  to  identify  the  needs  of  youth  as  the 
statewide  system  makes  a  major  transition  in  1984.  The  co- 
operation of  all  those  concerned  is  gratefully  acknowledged 
and  appreciated.  Our  youth  are  our  future.

HILLSBORO  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Two  new  members  joined  the  Commission  during  1983, 
Norma  Hubbard  and  Marion  Baker,  bringing  the  Commission 
to  its  full  seven  members. 

Five  trees  were  planted  this  spring  from  the  Fox  Forest 
nursery;  one  maple  at  Mapleleaf,  2  at  Maple  Avenue  Cemetery, 
and  one  elm  each  at  Angus  Lea  and  the  1830  House. 

The  River  Walk  trail  was  transformed  to  a  nature  trail 
under  the  planning  of  Alex  Macfarlane.  Experts  in  the  fields 
of  plants,  birds,  animals,  geology,  fish,  etc.  were  enlisted  to 
identify  features  along  the  trail  and  Marion  Baker  met  with  a 
group  of  teachers  who  worked  the  material  into  an  illustrated 
brochure  with  numbered  stations.  The  trail  was  opened  Sep- 
tember 24  with  Selectman  Sidney  Blanchard  cutting  the  ribbon. 

Mark  Matz'  efforts  were  finally  rewarded  when  the  Fed- 
eral matching  funds  arrived  to  complete  the  purchase  of  the 
property  just  down  river  from  the  hydro  project  to  the  Grimes 
Field  land,  including  a  large  island  in  the  river.  Question- 
naires were  distributed  to  clubs  and  organizations  in  Town 
asking  for  suggestions  on  how  to  and  how  not  to  use  the  new 
property. 

An  application  for  Federal  matching  funds  to  develop  and 
improve  this  property  has  been  prepared  pending  approval  at 
Town  Meeting. 

The  Commission  investigated  and  requested  State  engineers 
to  evaluate  two  potential  problems  on  Beard  Brook,  one  is  a 
private  bridge  spanning  the  stream  where  ice-jams  regularly 
occur  and  the  other  is  fill  on  the  banks. 

The  Commission  voted  to  co-sponsor  a  teacher  to  Adult 
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Conservation  camp  but  the  camp  was  canceled  for  lack  of  at- 
tendance.

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HYDRO  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

1983  saw  the  signing  of  a  Hydro  contract  with  the  J.  J. 
Lowrey  Company  at  the  completion  of  several  months  of  nego- 
tiation. The  Town  retains  ownership  of  the  dam,  power  house 
site  and  the  water  rights,  while  the  developers  construct  the 
power  house  and  the  various  other  facilities  needed  to  gen- 
erate power. 

The  Lowrey  Company  had  anticipated  the  basic  completion 
of  the  facility  by  the  end  of  1983  but  a  very  unusual  weather 
pattern  not  only  delayed  completion  but  washed  away  some  of 
their  construction  efforts.  They  are  not  easily  discouraged  and 
with  their  financing  plan  in  order,  they  are  proceeding  on  their 
plans  to  complete  construction  and  commence  generation  in 
the  first  quarter  of  1984. 

The  Town  has  been  reimbursed  for  the  financing  of  the 
dam  purchase  -  $25,000  and  has  also  received  two  other  pay- 
ments totalling  $50,000.  In  addition,  J.  J.  Lowrey  Company  has 
assumed  the  two  loans  which  were  entered  into  with  the 
Federal  Energy  Regulatory  Commission  for  the  Feasibility 
Study  and  Exemption  from  License  procedure.  Therefore, 
the  Town  of  Hillsboro  has  no  outstanding  financial  commit- 
ments and  in  fact  should  be  receiving  the  agreed  upon  reim- 
bursements based  on  gross  revenue  of  the  project  once  the 
facility  is  operational. 

It  will  be  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  to  the 
Selectmen,  early  in  1984,  that  the  Hillsboro  Hydro  Study  group 
be  disbanded  since  it  is  no  longer  needed  in  order  for  the 
project  to  successfully  continue. 


WASTEWATER  TREATMENT  COMMITTEE 

The  Hillsborough  Sewer  Construction  Project  is  well  un- 
derway. The  contractor,  Daniel  D'Onfro's  Sons,  Inc.  of 
Leominster,  Massachusetts,  under  the  coordination  of  the 
Town's  engineer,  SEA  Consultants,  Inc.  of  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts, has  constructed  34,688  linear  feet  of  sewer  pipe  out 
of  an  anticipated  total  of  43,010  linear  feet.  The  sewer  con- 
struction, which  is  comprised  of  Contracts  II  and  III  of  the 
three  contract  project,  is  now  60  percent  complete,  and  should 
be  completed  in  September  of  1984,  ahead  of  the  January  1985 
date  originally  anticipated. 

SEA  Consultants  Inc.'s  design  of  the  wastewater  treatment 
facility  (contract  number  I)  is  proceeding  on  schedule.  The 
design  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  March,   1984  and 
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construction  is  scheduled  to  begin  in  the  summer  of  1984. 

The  project  will  bring  the  Town  into  conformance  with 
EPA  requirements.  It  will  eliminate  existing  sewers  which  dis- 
charge raw  wastewater  directly  into  the  Contoocook  River  and 
will  expand  the  sewer  system  into  parts  of  the  Town  where 
failing  septic  systems  could  present  health  hazards.  The  total 
project  is  expected  to  cost  $7.1  million  dollars,  $4.9  million  of 
which  will  be  funded  by  federal  and  state  environmental  pro- 
grams. 

Unfortunately  a  number  of  delays  have  occurred  within 
the  local  and  state  system;  administratively  and  technically  - 
particularly  because  of  the  complete  change  in  waste  water 
treatment  concept.  It  now  looks  as  if  the  construction  of  the 
treatment  plant  will  not  be  completed  until  late  in  1985.  This 
change  in  project  completion  is  somewhat  related  to  an  ex- 
tensive ground  preparation  and  construction  program  for  a 
three  stage  aerated  facultative  lagoon  system  which  cannot 
reasonably  be  completed  within  a  single  construction  season. 


TOWN  BARN  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Town  Barn  Committee  was  established  pursuant  to  a 
vote  of  the  1981  Town  Meeting  and  was  continued  by  the  1982 
Town  Meeting  which  accepted  the  recommendation  of  the 
Town  Barn  Committee  to  construct  a  new  Town  Barn  at  the 
Sewerage  Treatment  Plant.  The  Committee  has  met  and  dis- 
cussed plans  with  the  Sewerage  Committee  at  various  times. 
The  re-design  of  the  Sewerage  Treatment  Plant,  necessitated 
the  use  of  a  series  of  lagoons  and  constructing  the  new  Town 
Barn  within  the  fence  surrounding  the  Treatment  Plant  became 
impossible. 

A  new  site  was  selected  in  the  same  general  location  in 
an  area  behind  the  existing  Salt  Shed.  This  property  is  owned 
by  the  Town,  is  away  from  the  activity  at  Grimes  Field  and 
yet  will  be  easily  accessible  to  utilize  existing  construction  as 
well  as  the  facilities  being  used  bv  the  sewer  construction 
company. 

The  Committee  met  with  contractors  to  discuss  the  kind 
and  t}'pe  of  barn  and  methods  of  construction.  In  order  to  have 
a  design  which  could  be  bid  on  an  equal  basis  and  provide 
for  supervision  of  the  construction  in  a  manner  that  Hills- 
borough taxpayers  would  get  what  they  pay  for,  the  Com- 
mittee interviewed  architects  and  selected  Mr.  Richard  Dudley 
of  Concord,  New  Hampshire.  He  is  designing  plans  and  writing 
specifications  for  a  Town  Barn  in  accordance  with  the  sketch 
shown  at  Town  Meeting.  An  Article  in  the   1984  Warrant  is 
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to  raise  and  appropriate  the  necessary  funds  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Town  Barn  during  the  Summer  of  1984.  The  Town 
Barn  Committee  strongly  recommends  the  1984  Town  Meeting 
pass  the  Article  and  appropriate  the  funds  for  this  sorely 
needed  facility  to  protect  our  Town  equipment.  It  is  also 
recommended  the  Town  Barn  Committee  be  continued,  to 
assist  the  Selectmen  and  other  Town  officials  in  overseeing  the 
construction.  Upon  completion  of  said  construction  the  Town 
Barn  Committee  should  be  dissolved.

MSNUTES  OF  MARCH,  1983  TOWN  MEETING 

MARCH   8,   1983 

At  a  legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hills- 
borough qualified  to  vote  in  the  Tov/n  affairs  on  the  eighth 
day  of  March,  1983  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  at  the  High 
School,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator. 

Article  1  Voted  that  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hillsborough 
proceed  to  ballot  for  one  Selectman  for  three  years;  Town 
Clerk,  Tax  Collector,  Town  Treasurer  for  one  year;  Trustees 
of  the  Fuller  Public  Library  for  three  years;  Trustees  of  the 
Trust  Funds  for  three  years;  Water  Commissioner  for  three 
years;  Supervisor  of  the  Checklist  for  six  years;  and  all  other 
necessary  Town  Officers  or  agents  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2  Voted  that  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hillsborough 
proceed  to  ballot  to  adopt  amendments  to  the  Town  Plan  for 
the  Town  of  Hillsborough  as  proposed  by  the  Town  of  Hills- 
borough Planning  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the 
Town  Clerk. 

Article  3  Voted  that  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Hillsborough 
proceed  to  ballot  to  approve  of  having  two  sessions  for  the 
annual  Town  Meeting  in  this  Town,  the  first  session  for  choice 
of  Town  Officers  elected  by  an  official  ballot  and  other  action 
required  to  be  inserted  on  said  official  ballot  and  the  second 
session,  on  a  date  set  by  the  Selectmen,  for  transaction  of  other 
business. 

The  meeting  was  opened  at  7:40  P.M.  by  the  Moderator. 

Article  4     Voted   that  the   Town   accept   the   reports   of   the 
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Town  Officers  to  the  Auditors,  Agents,  Committees  or  other 
Town  Officers  heretofore  chosen  or  appointed. 

Article  5  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Seven  Hundred  Forty-seven  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Ninety 
Dollars  ($747,590.00)  for  Town  Officers  Salaries,  Town  Of- 
ficers Expenses,  Town  Buildings,  Sreet  Lighting  and  all  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  Town  as  follows:

Chapter  33  and  241,  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes:  An- 
notated, as  amended  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  deter- 
mine the  date  and  place  of  payment  of  such  bonds  or  serial 

notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon  and  to  take 
such  other  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  negotiate  such  bonds 
or  notes  as  shall  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  of  Hills- 
borough. The  Moderator  declared  the  article  was  passed  by 
90%  vote. 

Article  9  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Seventy- 
eight  Thousand  Dollars  ($78,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  a  re- 
appraisal of  all  property  in  Hillsborough  and  to  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  Forty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($45,000.00)  for 
said  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under 
the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972 
and  the  balance  of  Thirty-three  Thousand  Dollars  ($33,000.00) 
to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

Article  10  Amended  to  delete  the  references  to  method  of 
raising  the  sum  by  taxation  and  bonding  and  was  passed  as 
follows:  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Forty-five  Thousand  Dollars  ($45,000.00)  for  the  purpose 
of  purchasing  a  loader  for  the  Highway  Department.  Yes  -  152; 
No  -  52. 

A  MOTION  -WAS  MADE  AND  PASSED  TO  MOVE 
TO  ARTICLE  23 

Article  23  The  motion  to  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Thirty-five  Thousand  Dollars  ($35,000.00) 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  equipment  for  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, of  which  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00)  is  to  be 
raised  by  taxation  and  the  balance  of  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars 
($30,000.00)  to  be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  notes  not  to  exceed 
Thirty  Thousand  Dollars  ($30,000.00)  under  and  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (N.H.  R. 
S.A.  33:1  et  seq.,  as  amended)  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  issue  and  negotiate  such  notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of 
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interest  thereon  and  to  take  such  other  actions  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary to  effect  the  issuance,  negotiation,  sale  and  delivery  of 
such  notes  as  shall  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  of  Hills- 
borough required  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  and  was  defeated 
by  a  written  ballot.  Yes  -  130;  No  -  70.  A  motion  under  Article 
23  was  made  to  raise  and  appropriate  Thirty-five  Thousand 
Dollars  ($35,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  equipment 
for  the  Fire  Department  was  declared  out  of  order  by  the 
Moderator.  A  motion  to  over  turn  the  Moderator's  ruling  not 
to  reconsider  Article  No.  23  and  the  above  motion  was  passed. 
Yes  -  98;  No  -  66.

THE  TOWN  MEETING  W^AS  RECONVENED  AT 

7:08  P.M.  ON  WEDNESDAY,  MARCH  9,   1983. 

Article  23  Motion  to  table  Article  No.  23  was  defeated.  The 
Moderator  read  a  statement  which  in  effect  stated  the  pre- 
vaihng  side  for  the  original  motion  under  Article  No.  23  must 
ask  for  reconsideration.  After  much  discussion  without  a 
motion  on  the  floor,  a  motion  was  made  to  move  to  Article  13 
which  was  subsequently  withdrawn.  A  motion  to  reconsider 
Article  23  was  made  and  seconded  by  two  voters  from  the 
prevailing  side  and  by  written  ballot,  the  motion  to  reconsider 
Article  23  passed.  Yes  -  97;  No  -  71.  Under  Article  23  it  was 
then  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Thirty-five 
Thousand  Dollars  ($35,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
equipment  for  the  Fire  Department  by  written  ballot.  Yes  -  112; 
No  -  62;  Blank  -  1.  (This  required  only  a  simple  majority). 

Article  11  Motion  to  reduce  the  amount  to  raise  by  taxation 
to  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars  ($30,000.00)  was  defeated.  It  was 
then  voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  Eighty-two  Thousand 
Seven  Hundred  Ninety-seven  Dollars  and  Forty  Cents  ($82,- 
797.40)  and  to  raise  by  taxation  the  sum  of  Fifty-two  Thou- 
sand Seventy-three  Dollars  and  Thirty-four  Cents  ($52,073.34) 
the  balance  to  be  paid  to  the  Town  of  Hillsborough  by  the 
participating  Towns  and  alarm  fees  for  the  purpose  of  oper- 
ating the  Communication  Center  for  1983.

Thousand  Dollars  ($7,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  new  tires  for 
the  Landfill  Loader. 

Article  14  The  motion  to  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  Six  Hundred  Seventeen  Dol- 
lars ($2,617.00)  as  the  Town's  share  for  the  studies  and  oper- 
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ation  of  the  Central  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Com- 
mission was  defeated. 

Article  15  The  motion  to  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Seven  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
($7,500.00)  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  storm  windows 
for  the  Community  Building  and  Community  Hall  was  pre- 
sented on  the  floor  and  passed  as  follows:  Voted  that  the  Town 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Eleven  Hundred  Dollars 
($1,100.00)  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  storm  windows 
for  the  Community  Building  and  Community  Hall.

Article  24  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  Three  Thousand 
Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($3,500.00)  from  the  Sewer  Department 
income  for  the  purpose  of  operating  the  Sewer  Department 
for  the  year  1983  and  the  sum  of  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars 
($30,000.00)  from  the  Water  Department  income  for  the 
operation  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  year  1983. 

Article  25     The  motion  to  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate 
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the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00)  to  be  withdrawn, 
as  required,  from  the  Water  Department  Reserve  Fund  for  the 
purpose  of  making  improvements  in  the  Water  System  in  1983 
and  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00)  to  be  with- 
drawn, as  required,  from  the  Sewer  Reserve  Fund  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  improvements  in  the  Sewer  System  in  1983 
was  presented  on  the  floor  and  passed  as  follows:  Voted  to 
appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars 
($150,000.00)  to  be  withdrawn,  as  required,  from  the  Water 
Department  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  making  improve- 
ments in  the  Water  System  in  1983  and  the  sum  of  Five  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($5,000.00)  to  be  withdrawn,  as  required,  from 
the  Sewer  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  making  improve- 
ments in  the  Sewer  System  in  1983. 

IT  WAS  THEN  MOVED  TO  PROCEED  TO

Article  27  Amended  to  strike  out  the  words  "to  be  located 
on  the  Stickney  property"  and  was  passed  as  follows:  Voted 
to  direct  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  study  the  cost  of  construct- 
ing a  facility  for  the  Hillsborough  District  Court  and  the  Dis- 
patch Center  and  to  report  back  to  the  next  Town  Meeting 
with  recommendations. 

Article  16  The  motion  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  renovate  the  Community  Building 
to  house  the  Hillsborough  District  Court  and  related  Oper- 
ations and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand 
Dollars  ($10,000.00)  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  same  was  tabled.

Article  29  Voted  to  accept  as  a  gift  to  the  Town  of  Hills- 
borough certain  land  located  in  the  Emerald  Lake  District  as 
described  in  the  proposed  deed  from  Erwin  David  to  the  Town 
of  Hillsborough  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  and 
convey  said  property  at  public  auction,  the  net  proceeds  of 
which  to  be  used  to  reduce  the  tax  obligations  of  the  Town  of 
Hillsborough.

The  motion  to  see  if  the  Citizens  of  Hillsboro 
shall  ask  members  of  the  New  Hampshire  Congressional  dele- 
gation to  support  or  co-sponsor  a  resolution  in  the  U.  S.  Con- 
gress to:  Request  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  propose 
to  the  Soviet  Union  that  the  United  States  and  the  Soviet 
Union  adopt  a  mutual  freeze  on  the  testing,  production,  and 
development  of  nuclear  weapons,  with  verification  safeguards 
satisfactory  to  both  countries  was  defeated  by  written  ballot. 
Yes  -  42;  No  75. 

Article  36  Voted  to  go  on  record  in  support  of  immediate 
actions  by  the  Federal  Government  to  control  and  reduce  acid 
rain  which  is  harmful  to  the  environment  and  economy  of 
Hillsboro,  New  Hampshire  and  to  the  health  and  welfare  of 
the  people  of  Hillsboro,  New  Hampshire. 

Article  37  A  motion  to  authorize  and  instruct  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  grant  franchises  and  licenses  as  may  be  necessary 
to  allow  additional  cable  television  service  businesses  to  operate 
in  the  Town  of  Hillsborough  was  tabled. 

Article  38  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  re- 
ceive and  expend  federal  or  state  grants,  which  may  become 
available  during  the  course  of  the  year,  and  also  to  accept  and 
expend  money  from  any  other  governmental  unit  or  private 
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source  to  be  used  for  purposes  of  which  the  Town  may  legally 
appropriate  money;  provided;  (1)  that  such  grants  and  other 
moneys  do  not  require  the  expenditure  of  other  Town  funds, 

(2)  that  a  public  hearing  shall  be  held  by  the  Selectmen  prior 
to  the  receipt  and  expenditure  of  such  grants  and  moneys;  and 

(3)  that  such  items  shall  be  exempt  from  all  provisions  of 
RSA  32  relative  to  limitations  and  expenditures  of  Town 
moneys,  all  as  provided  by  RSA  31:95-b. 

Article  39  Voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  sell 
and  convey  by  deed  at  a  public  auction,  the  title  to  real  estate 
taken  by  the  Town  in  default  or  redemption  from  tax  sale. 
Article  40  Voted  to  instruct  and  empower  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  Town  and  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 
Article  41 

Voted  that  the  Town  of  Hillsborough  appoint  a  Deputy  Tax 
Collector  in  accordance  with  RSA  41:38. 
At  this  time  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Walter  H. 
Taft    for    his    many    years   of   dedication   and    service    to   the 
Town  of  Hillsborough. 

Voted  that  the  Town  of  Hillsborough  abolish  the  position  of 
Director  of  Public  Works. 

Voted  to  print  the  minutes  of  the  previous  Town  Meeting  in 
succeeding  Town  Reports. 

A  motion  to  notify  the  Congressional  delegation  of  Article  35 

was  defeated. 

Adjourned  at  12:47  A.M.
